- As a matter of tact, there is 
a vast country adjacent to Palestine which. could serve for 
any possibie verfiow of the population of Palestine, and 
etill be but sparsely populated. But there are several nations 
whose National Homes contain a minority of those who claim 
naticnal kinship with them. There is no reason then why, as 1s 
certain to be the. case while the vast 1 lajority of Jews live outerde 


Palestine. Palestine should not be recognised as the Jew ish National 


Hoime. The stirring words which Lord CreiL uttered in 
America ought to be taken to heart by Air. ZANGWILL. ine WOrk 


upon which Jewish Netionaliem is engaged isan epoch-making labour. 
To imagine that it is going to be accomplished without ditt ultios, 
or without arousing enmity, or to suppose that difficulties and 
enmity in respect to it are sufficient reason for shirking it, is reaily 
pueiile. We should prefer to see men like Mr. ZANGWILL grappling 
with the difficulties and beating down the enmity, rather thau 
encouraging them by throwing up his hands in despair.

Jewish Conditions in Eastern Europe. 


From more than one quarter; although especially from \yarsaw, 


comes this week news of deplorable excesses, actual and threatened, 
against Jews. The outbreak in Warsaw, which we hope may prove 
to be not nearly so Serious as first or even subsequently reported, 
was occasioned, it is alleged, by those who took part in it retaliating 
for the infamous conduct of Russian Bolsheviks in executing and 
imprisoning dignitaries of the Russian Orthodox Church, t ew more 
remarkable instances of vicarious punishment for acts of which the 
victims were absolutely, directly and indirectly, innocent, have ever 
heen recorded. But we suppose that brutality, however unreason- 
ing, desires always to seek justification, when those wha 
practise it are endowed with even a glimmer of conscience ; but 
surely so palpably thin an excuse for cruel hooliganism was vain 
before devised, ‘The Poles, too, are hardly in a position to preac 


toleration and kindliness to dissentient religious belief. There is now 


a proposal, if not a determination, to raze a fine church in Wareaw 
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because it is a Russian Orthodox Church and reminds the sensitive 
Poles of the days when their country was under Tsarist rule. Wa 
should have thought that the memories which the presence of that 
Church was likely to arouse—the recollection of redemption from a 
hard and merciless (covernment—would have been cherished. The 
interview which we print this week with Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW gives 
some interesting particulars of Jewish circumstances in the country 
at the moment. and it is particularly gratifying to know, on sach 
excellent authority and notwithstanding the latest news, that on 
the whole the general position of Jews has improved By no means 
30 gratifying, however, is it toread Mr. SoKOLOW's opinion that the 
anti-Semitism which rages in Poland is not, as was the case in Tsarist 
Russia, the sentiment of the ruling classes, but is that of the general 
population. We fear that is so elsewhere in bastern Europe, and 
it is that which makes the whole situation so difficult. It renders 
Minority Clauses and League of Nations elforts 60 nearly 
futile. while the universal bar against immigration makes 
any serviceable effort on the part of Jews, sensibly to 
relieve the situation of their brethren thus circumstanced, 
next to impossible. [t will ba seen from our news columns 
that outbreaks against our people are feared in itumania, that the 
Ukraine affords its usual grim record and that the disease of ant. 
Semitism. in ite most virulent and violent form, has spread in 
Central Europe. The position is one full of anxiety and crowded 
with difficulty. It has produced such a horrible instance as that of 
the stranded refugees from BKastern Europe to America, who through 
the prompt interposition of the Raver, Mr. 
ROTHSCHILD and others, are now, happily, released from their worst 
troubles. And we fear that, as things are, there is really little else for 
the moment in the circumstances to be done than to weep and bear it,

of the synagogue during the Sabbath services, In regard to the 
former determination, we can only express our gratification that an 
attempt is to be made to obtain considerable congregations for the 
Sabbath Eve Services. We have urged this course very frequently, 
and we that the lead civen by the West London Synagogue 
will prove a success and induce other synagogues to follow. 
The resolution has. according to the Constitulion of the Synagogue, 
to be confirmed by a second General Meeting of members 
and we trust that it will be duly accepted. ‘The same 
process has to be undergone in respect to the other innovation 
agreed to at the Annual Meeting and, so far as that is concerned 


- we sincerely hope that it will meet a contrary fate at the hands of 


the confirmatory gathering. ‘Theoretically there is a great deal to 
be said in favour of men and women being seated together during 
service. At virtually all the Reform Synagogues in America the 
practice is general, and we have never heard any serious objection 
raised to it, other of course than that it marks very signally adefinite 
breaking away from the traditional practice of Judaism. 
That in itself is a grave responsibility to undertake for 
©. synagogue like the West London which founds itself so 
largely on .fewish Tradition and it therefore, surely, 
abould be undertaken only if transparent advantages are likely to 
accrue. Weare convinced that they will not in thiscase. Ontha 
contrary, there is a large body of opinion in the congregation bitterly 
opposed to the change ; and while we do not believe thatit will induca 
any larger| attendance of worshippers, it is more than probable 
that it will cause considerable abstention on the part of. those 
who are now regular attendants. But tho proposition as it 
stands is obviously inconsistent. Because if it be desirable that 
men and women shall worship side by side on Sabbaths. 
why not on the Festivals, on the New Year, and on the Day of 
Atonement’? It would seem, too, that if this innovation is to be put 


into practice, even for Sabbaths only, a considerable revision of the. 


present seating will be inevitable, and that it will be neither wise nor 
gallant to ladies who may beunceremoniously disturbed in their devo- 
tions to rely upon their being accomodated in seats of members who 
do not usually putin an appesrance. Another objection, one that 
cannot be fully discussed in the columns of a newspaper, is the fact 
that architecturally the synagogue is plauned for a separation of 
the sexes, and this involves certain arrangements that now exist 
that would have to be reconstructed in the interests of due 
amenity. We hope, then, that this proposal will be thrown 
out by the confirmatory meeting. Our enquiries convince us thag 
only a very small minority of the members desires the change, and 
that it was carried because the large majority of members was not 
present at the Annual Meeting. We do think that \in an important 
matter like this, seeing that it is always difficult to obtain by meang 
of a meeting the opinion of the general body of the members, ig 
would be desirable to ascertain their views in writing; and if our 
suggestion is in accord with the laws of the Synagogue, it occurs to 
us that some proposition in that direction ought to be carried at the 
ensuing meeting. |

ROM more than one fair correspondent I have received chiding 
(in varying degrees of gentleness), because in my answer last 
week to the letter of Miss Lind-af-Hageby I pleaded that, in 
judging what she said, due allowance should be made because 

of her disposition to emotional rhetoric. And 1 added that au 
inclination in that direction was ‘a proneness with her sex.’ 
Nothing could have been further from my mind than to write any- 
thing ungenerous or uogallant about Miss Hageby in particular or 
womankind in general. I am surprised to learn that there appears to 
be anything disgraceful or shameful in a proneness to rhetoric of an 
emotional order, or that there was any doubt that the disposition to if 
iemore marked among women than it is among men. Ithoughtthat waa 
commonly agreed. The reason for that characteristic being prominent 
in woman is because woman possesses far more plentifully than does 
man certain splendid qualities—sensitive sympathy, soulfulness, and 
unrestrainedness about things for which she has loving regard. 
fhe average woman is much the more guided by heart: and 
passion, and the average man by brain and reason. ‘There ig 
nothing prejudicial to women in saying that there are pointe, if 
you like of weakness, in them which do not characterise men. It is 
only another way of declaring that men and women, again taking 
the average, possess different qualities. That some men are 
emotional, and if rhetorical ‘are certain to indulge in 
emotional rhetoric, as one correspondent tells me, is no 
reason for denying that the particular traits are discoverable to a 
larger extent among women than among men. But if my memory 
serves me aright, a Prime Minister of Fogland was once said to indulge 
in emotional rhetoric, just as years after another Prime Minister was 
declared to be a sophistical rhetorician. But I do not-recollect that 
either of these men complained of the observation as insulting, or 
as derogatory. All I was anxious to do was to explain to my 
readers that a good deal of the style and manner Miss Hageby had 
adopted when criticising what I had written, was doubtless account- 
able to her possession (it may be in excess), of womanly qualities 
which raise the majority of the sex so palpably, at least epiritually, 
abeve the majority of men.

She now tells us that for over twenty years 
the has abjured butchers meat; inferentially, I assume, because 
of her sense of the cruelty to animals involved in slaughtering 
them for human food by whatever method the killing may be done.

Had I been aware that she abstained 
from meat eating, I should have said so if only because it would 
have infinitely strengthened one of my arguments. For I con. 
tended that anyone really feeling shocked at the manner in 
which animals are glaughtered by the Jewish method 
Ought not to feel content to eat the meat of animals killed 
by any other. Further, that those who preached humaneness 
to animals as does Miss Hageby, could not do otherwise than 
she does aud exclude animal food from their dietary. I notice, 
however, that apparently she limits her exclusion to ‘butcher's 
meat. | sincerely hope she does not tolerate or encourage the 
abominable cruelty by which under the non-Jewish method

Miss Hageby assures us that she has always studiously laboured 
to suppress anti-Jewish feeling among those who advocate what is 
called “humane slaughter and who attack the Jewish method. 
Ican only say that I regret that her success in that direction 
has been so manifestly poverty-stricken, But with all deference 
to Miss Hageby, I ain not surprised. For I fail to understand, and 
so must she, if she will bat bend her mind to looking at ,this 
matter objectively, how it is possible to denounce Jews, as she 
does (and as do all those who agitate for “humane” slaughter), for 
cruelty to animals, for stiffmecked obstinacy in persisting in a 
method of killing for food dumb animals which involves torture 
and needless-pain, unlees she does in consequence barbour ill-feeling 
against our people. That she expresses such ill-feeling needs uo 
argument: it is obvious. And, indeed, if she really believes all that 
she and those with whom she works in this “ humane slaughter ”’ 
business say in regard tothe Jewish method, then she really must be, 
to put it at its mildest, glaringly inconsistent if she does really labour 
to suppress Anti-Jewish feeling. I should think that from the 
very housetops she would proclaim ill-feeling against. those 
guilty of the dire and dreadful offence which she alleges 
against our people. It is inconsistency of this nature that seems 
to me to vitiate the whole of this agitation. And most prominent 
of all is the cruelty its devotees constantly indulge in towards Jewa. 
They seem to think that the torturing of Jews by flinging at them 
the charge of indifference to the sufferings of the brute creation is 
a mark of humaneness; as if Jews were something lower in the 
scale of Gods creatures than dumb animals, and it mattered 
nothing, in comparison, how they are made to agonise—in spirif, 
which is more than the flesh! But then, perhaps, after all it is 
merely a mechanical device! 
Expert Opinion. 

But Miss Hageby is really asking too much when she seeks to 
prove to uncontrovertibleness the ‘cruelty’ of Jewish slaughter, 


because two gentlemen connected with the meat trade made speeches

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at meetings called under the auspices of the “Humane ' Slaughter 
agitation, in the course of which they declared that the Jewish 
method causes more pain to the animals killed than does the method 
of the patent slaughterer. Surely Miss Hageby has more reason In her 
composition than to ask anyone toset the opinion of Messrs. W. Heap 
and W. Payne against such expert evidence as that of such men as 
Lord Lister. Sir Michael Foster, Professor Gamgee, Professor 
Virchow, Professor Dubois, all of them non-Jews, who have at 
one time and another expressed themselves as favouring 
the Jewish method, because it is the one which causes the 
least pain to animals, and is for other reasons the most 
desirable. But although Miss Hageby tells us of the views of 
two representatives of the trade concerning.the Jewish method, she 


does not say a word, although I specifically challenged her upon the 


point, about the consensus of opinion in the trade about the so-called 
“Humane Killer. One'word more: Miss Hageby has not, venture 
to suggest, in the least upset the arguments I employed in answer 
to her attack upon me by quoting herself, What she does, and what 
she abstains from doing. She could only shake my charge of 
humbug in connection with it, if, for instance, she could say that 
all those engaged in the “ Humane Slaughter " agitation themselves 
refused to be parties to animal cruelty in any form, such as must 
inevitably be involved in any method of killing by themselves con- 
suming its products. Orif, to give another instance, if shecould say 
that no one connected with the onslaught that is being made 
upon the Jewish method harboured or expressed ill-feeling against, 
involving cruelty and torture to, Jews. She, of course, cannot 
assert the one, and as to the other—" by their fruits ve shall know 
them,” is an aphorism of which, I feel sure, there ought to be no 
necessity to remind a lady like Miss Hageby. 

Obediently to the Editor's request, lhave I hope avoided saying 
anything that might extend thiscontroversy, although doubtless I shall 
be constrained to revert to it at some fulure time. For the moment 
what is here written is offered as aftermath to the discussion that 
has occurred,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,—I must correct one or two of “ Mentor’s " assumptions, made by 
him in the course of his reply to my letter that appeared in your last 
issue. He exhorts me not to preach about humaneness, as Iam willing, 
wpon my own showing, to inflict suffering upon animals so that I may fill 
my “platter with succulent food.” My “ platter,” let me say, has not for 
over twenty years contained butcher's meat, and during that period my 
writings and speeches have constantly advocated a meatiess diet from 
the humane and hygienic points of view. 

Then “ Mentor” writes, ‘“ War can never be made humane, she says, 
(referring to myself) but let us be satisfied with the Red Cross. What 
poor logic for a humanitarian su has Miss Lind-af-Hageby prides horself 
on being!” My Red Cross work aud eff »rts to mitigate the suffering caused 
by the war have never satisfied mo that work for the abolition of war 
could be neglected. The “ poor logic” of which I am accused has taken 
the form of ceaseless public plending for the principles of Brotherhood 
and International Friendship. This brings me to the suggestion that I 
exploit the humane slaughter business so as to seek satisfaction 
for prejudice and vicious sentiment against the Jewish race. I have 
never harboured or expressed such ill-feeling. Atinternational cougresses 
for the furtherance of animal protection I have stu liously laboured to 
suppress auti-Jewish feeliug. 

As examples of the uncompromising denunciation of the Jewish 
method by prominent represeutatives of the meat trade to which I 
referred—a reference for which ‘ Mentor” thinks I have “little ground”"— 
I may mention our recent public meetings in Mauchester and Horsham 
when speeches were made by Messrs. W. ilicap and W. Payne with refer. 
ence to the “cruelty” of Jewish slaughter. Reports of these speeches 
were pubiished in the Press.

Mr. RENE DREYFUS (Paris). 


In the death at an early age of Mr. Rene Dreyfus, Parisian Jewry 
has suffered the loss of one of its most earnest and 7ealous communa) 
workers. The deceased, who was related to the Rothschild family, was 
also anephew by marriage of Baron Gustave de Rothschild. He was for 
several years a member of the Paris Consistory and of the Centro: 
Consistory of France, from both of which he subsequently retired «©» 
account of ill-health. He took a great interest in the assistance «o! 
children abandoned by their parents, and was President of the Jewis) 
Society of Refuge for Young People, which prepares the children who 
come under its care for agricultural and professional careers. My; 
Dreyfus was also closely connected with the work of emigrating poor 
children to the Jewish colonies in Palestine. 


Dr. W ROSENBERG (Vienna). 

The death has occurred in tragic circumstances of De. Wilhelm 
Rosenberg, of Vienna. His mind had apparently become unhinged iy 
Consequence of the untimely death of his som a few years ago. Dr 
Roseuberg was a Director of the Anglo-Austrian Bank, and occupied th: 
responsible position of Financial Adviser to the Austrian Government 
fle was appointed Minister Plenipotentiary and co-Minister for Financia! 
Affairs in October, 1921, but refased to accept the position on account of 
the violence of the anti-Semitic campaign that was initiated agains: 
him. Deep regret at this tragic occurreuce, will be felt in London 
where the deceased was well known through his frequent official visits 


Mr. L. A. JOUQUES. 

The death occurred last week at Meran, South Tyrol, of Mr. L. A 
Jorques. The deceased, who wis a native of Russia and an engincer iy 
profession, settled in England some years ago, where, in addition to his 
many other activities, he published a Yiddish daily paper, Jour 
This publication he conducted in so vigorous a fashion as to be frequent'y 
involved in actions for libel, due to the outspoken nature of hiscomments. 
Mr. Jouques was cngaged by the Government during the War on enginec: 
ing work in connection with aircraft. Although a member of the West 
London Synagogue, he was a man of strong Jewish sentiment and of 
orthodox convictions, and was a geucrous contributor to the support of 
more than one Talmud Torah. His loss is mourned by his widow and 4 
son, aS well as by a large circle of friends. 


Mr. SIMON FRANKS (West Hartlepool). 


The West Hartlepool Jewish community has learnt with profoun: 
Sorrow of the sudden death of Mr. Simon Franks, one of the senior, and 
up tothe time of his death one of the most active members of the Com 
mittee.

Mr. ABRAHAM GOLDSTONE (Great Yarmouth).

I had the privilege of being one of Michael Selby 4 
colleagues on the Committee of the Home for Aged Jews during the many 
years that he served the institution, and I amable torecall many occasions, 
in the days when the support of the charity was not so widespread as |! 
Happily is to-day, when discussions took place as to how means could be 
found for effecting some necessary improvement in the building, whictt 
the condition of the finances did not justify the Committee to undertake:

A SECRET MARRIAGE. 


An inquest held at Weatminster on Friday, on Mr. Meyer Goodman, 
who died in Charing Cross Hospital, where he had been conv: yed 


from the Buckingham Hotel, Strand, revealed a sad case. Mr. 
Lvia Goodman, of Leeds, the brother, in giving evidence of identification, 
eaid that the deceased was abont thirty-six years of age and was a 
theatrical agent. Neither witness nor any of the family knew until after 
th that his brother had married four years ago. It now transpired 
that be had married éut of the faith. From inquiries since made it 
appeared that his wife, with whom he was no longer living at thetime of his 
death, ho having for some time lived with another “oman who was parted 
from her husband, wastaking action against him forthe recovery of sums 
of.money she was supposed to have lent him. Summing up, the Coroner 
sari that no one could have any doubt that the deceased took a large 
juirtity of tabloids. which cumulatively contained a fatal dose of 
stiychoine. The fact that his family, and especially his aged mother, 
for whom the deepest sympathy would be felt, wero likely to discover his 


secret Warriage out of the faith was no doubt his real trouble. A verdict 
that Goodman was of “ Ussound mind” when he poisoned himself was 
recorded, 

ihe family to which the deceased belonged (says the Jewish World 
ieferring to the matter) are respected Communal workers in Leeds, as 
Was his late father, while his mother, who is over seventy years of age, is 
Hon. President of the Ladies’ Benevolent Society, and takes an active 
part in the philanthropic work of the Jewish Community there. The 
deepest sympathy goes out to her and to all members of the bereaved 
family in the sore affliction which has come upon them, with the sincerest 
hope that they may be granted atrength to bear their great sorrow.

5iR,—We are happy to be able to announce to those who have so 
promptly responded to the Lwerge ncy Appeal for the stranded Jewish 
Omigrants that, as a result of representations made at Washington on 
their behalf, permission has been given for a large number of them to 
enter the United States under the Bessarabian quota, which was not 
quite full. They sailed last week. 

In these circumstances, the £1,500 obtained by the Appeal may bo 
more than enough for the maintenance of the emigrants at the moment 
held up in Euvgiand. On the other hand, ever since the termination of 
the war, the Jews’ Temporary Shelter has been continually helping 
transmigrants temporarily detained, for one reason or another, in their 
passage throngh this country; and with 30,000 refugees in the States 
bordering on Russia it is only too clear that the Shelter will have to go on 
doing so, despite the fact that it is even now in debt. 

We take this opportunity of again thanking all those who have con- 
tributed; but for their ready aid the emigrants now on thetr way to 
America Would have hadto besent back. The knowl: dge ofthis fortunate 
issue will, no doubt, be ample retura to our peopic for their generosity, 
and to the Press for its valuable support. |

CLXXXI.—New Services or New Hearts? 


My Pear Cousin, 

Some little time ago I received a communication from a young maa 
living in a flourishing congregation in South Wales. His appeared to be 
one of those earnest natures that, In the present inadeq'*te roligious 
organisation of the community, are very often starved. Uis lotter was 
like a cry of distress; he seemed to have a longing for the satisfaction of 
his religious aspirations, but found no means of doing3o. Lhesynagogue 
disappointed him, its services left him cold. They were in a language 
he did not understand; they lacked decorum. What was the reauit’ 
Hie tended to drift away from the Synagogue. Only the respect and love 
ho bore his parents prevented him from leaving the Synagogue altogether 
But ho is distressed to note other young people slowly slipping away from 
congregational life, even from Judaism. 

His concern does him credit. Casting about fora romedy he sees n0 
other than modernising our Synagogue services. Let them be short; Ict 
them be in English, the language understood by all; let decorum be 
cultivated. And since most people are prevented by the stress of economic 
circumstances from attending Divine Service on Saturdays, let thom 
have facilities for doing so on Sundays. Practical as he is, he will not 
disturb the Sunday morning slumbers of anyone. He suggests that the 
services shall be held on Sunday afternoons, more cspecially as in many 
provincial centres the tram cars begin running after 2 p.m. He also 
advocates the establishment of what he calls ‘ Junior Congregations “ ia 
order to win young men and women for communal work 

Thero is little doubt in my mind that my correspondent is voicing 
the feolings of very many young psopic. What is to be said of his 
aspirations”? 

His difficulties are not new. They have been discussed over and 
over again, both here and in the United States. The Liberal Synagogue 
In London is attempting to grapple with the problem by providing short 
services, services in English and at convenient times. It has not gone 30 
far as to arrange for Sunday services, but services on Sundaya ard a 
feature of the Reform Movement in America. 

Now if it could be proved that the type of aervice advocated by my 
correspondent would bring back to the synagogue those who are drifting 
away, a strong argument would be furnished for those who aro pleading 
for this kind of reform. But is thera greater religious life, is there more 
Jadaism, among American Reform Jews than elsewhere? [tis true that 
some Synagogues in New York are thronged to their uttermost seating 
capacity on Sunday mornings. But, unfortunately, the great crowds ara 
not necessarily a symptom of vigorous Jewish life. 

The fact is, so it seems to me, that the attitude to the Synagogue, to 
prayer, and to religion which marks my young correspondent, in common 
with many other earnest people, is not Jewish. Jadaism does not 
separate religion and life. It Coe: not differentiate between times for 
religion and religious practices, and other times which may be termed 
secular. Just as it recognises no division botween laymen and clergymén, 
80 it knows no difference between what is religious and what is not. 
Religion and life are one. Ifthe existing synagogue services do not satisfy 
our young people, both reflection and experience lava shown that 
reformed services will likewise leave them untouched. The spark must 
come from within. If religion findsno warmthinaman’'s heart, English 
services on Sundays are not likely to kindle his religious enthusiasm. 


I can well appreciate my correspondent’s concern. But perhaps his 
diagnosis is not right. That there is drifting, he sees; that synagogues 
are not as full as they might be is brought home to him weekly. He 
recognises the disease, and imagining that the disease must necessarily 
be bound up with some fault in the synagogue, like 30 many others before 
him he advogates a reform of the synagogue. But the disease is notthere 
atall, The synagogue but registers the progress of the disease. Ourage 
ig irreligious—that is the disease. The present cconomic system with 
its industrialism, its hurry and scurry, its stress on the material side of 
life is not favourable to the religious life. The Jew cultivated this life 
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for centuries. He brought it with him from the Orient; to-day ho j, 
becoming occidentalizod, His religious fervour is cooling. He takes his 
cue from his environment. As he becomes loss and less roligious th, 
synagogue appeals to him less and less, It is untoteresting. Ho cannot 
undorstand its speech. Ho feols astranger within its walls. But not th» 
synagogue isto blame The fauit is in the dissatiefled Jow. I[f he carog 
if religious feelings burned brightly within his soul, be would desire ty 
come to the Synagogue, and cven if ho did not understand Hebrew, ho 
might flad delight and satisfactionin the aucient molodies. [fhe wanteg 
to commune with God, there is nothing to prevent him doing « ing 
language he can understand, in his home, whon he licth down and whey 
he riseth up. The Church Services may mean much to Christians by» 
tho services of the Symagogue do not mean quite as much for the Jew

Certainly, public prayer is important for the Jew 
But when the Synagogue becomes all paramount, when its cupty

in the aoul; it shows that the Jewish consciousness [8 weakening 

If this is the right diagnosis, the remedy is different from that 
proposed by my correspondent. The Jowish consciousness of o 
people must be stirred. Tho story of the ten cighteous mon for whoas

sake the city was tobe spared is an cloquent allegory. If there wera 
ten strong Jowish personalitics in the city where my Correspondent 
dwells, it would matter littic that the young people did not frequent the 
Synagogue services. Nor would it be necessary to provide services of tha 


Next, much good might be accomplished by estab 
lishing in his town a branch of the [Independent Order of Bonai I rith 
not the Friendly Society group, good as is the work of its own 48phere, but 
the world wide organisation which draws inspiration from the pas ia 
order to fill the Jew with enthusiasm for the future.

“Divided Counsels.” * 


By THE CHIEF RABBI. 


Tbe Biblical Readings op the Passover lestival recapitulate the 
great epic struggle of lerael’s redewption from Egypt. On the first 
day of the Festival we read the chapters recounting Israel's final 
picht in Egypt, witb ite rapid transitions of panic and rejoicing, 
«pep monarch and people alike husried the children of Israel 
out of the Jand of bondage, and thrust them forth into freedom. In 
today’s Reading, we are reminded that po sooner had Israel gone, 
than Pharaoh and his people regretted that act of emancipation. 
TN ‘Why have we done this, that we 
have let Jerael go?” they ask. There followed a swift marshalling of the 
ebivalry and chariots of Egypt; and only a few days after the Exodus, 
the Cbildren of Israel beheld the hosts of Egypt in hot pursuit after them. 
They well knew the dreadful alternative before them— massacre or return 
to slavery. The multitude was distracted by fear, and was further 
Jemoralised by divided counse). There were 

FOUR DISTINCT PARTIES 
at the Red Sea, the Rabbis tell us. One group, frantic with despair, 
cried: CMS SED “Let us cast ourselves into the sea.” Another group 
advised : omye> "7M “Let us go back to Egypt.” A third group 
counselled : Mwy) “We will engage them in battle.” And 
a fourth said: TIBINMNZD “ We will cry out against them,” or, in a more 
correct translation, “ We must echo (t/icir battle-cry.”} 

We sball soon see that thie dramatic episode at the birth-bour of 


lerac. as @ people thirty-three centuries ago, is of more than antiquarian — 


interest to us children of the latest period of modern Jewish history. 

During the last 150 years the walls of the Ghetto have throughont 
tbe \Vestern world fallen for the Jew. It is a peculiar circumstance that 
yp most countries this complete emancipation -religious, educational, 
political—came, like in Egypt of old, suddenly 7WSMo—under the shock 
ofthe frencb Revolution; as a consequence of the events of 184+: or 
the case of Rumania and other backward countries, as a result of the 
World War. Apd again, as in Eyypt of old, we are now witnessing

on the worrow of Israel's emergence into freedom. Almost everywhere 
the pecples of the world seem to regret the granting of emancipation to 
the Jew. ANT ND they ask. In 
Hungary, for example, the Jew is more and more being deprived, by 
restrictive legislation, of his former rights. In other lands, the universities 
and the higher professions are Once more either closed to him altogether, 
cr the number of Jewish students is limited to a fixed percentage of the 
total. Tho latter is coming to be the unwritten law in American 
Jpiversiies even. Ip still other countries, a ceaseless campaign of 
‘lander is waged against the Jew in order to poison the minds and souls 
cf bis telow-citizens against bim. 

lf the fall of the Ghettos left the Jew for a generation and longer 
resolutely groping towards a solution of the novel problems of adapta- 
tion to new conditions and of allegiance to old ideals, problems of local 
patriotiem and of loyalty to his persecuted brethren—if, in a word, Israel 
Was voprepared for emancipation, lerae) is certainly unprepared for 
‘eaction which North, South, East, and West seems to be raising its 
bead. tle is daze@ and bewildered by the malice, the open persecution. 
Whatis to bedone? As at the Red Sea, divided counsels prevail; and, 
rcugh'y speaking, we find the olden four attitudes as tothe path that duty 
and wisdom dictate at this hour.

‘ole @8 it is cowardly and dishonourable. Certain circles in Germany 
aud Austria have tried it for generations,";without appreciably affecting 
tLe Virulence of anti-Jewish batred in those lands. It is being preached 
and practised to-day with savage fanaticism in Soviet Russia. Jewish

But there ie still another class, and, thank God,’it has ever been the 
dominant class in Israe): is their watchword. “ Wo 
will stand our ground against the enemy, whether of our Faith or of our 
People. We will muster our forces, train our children into loyal sons 
and daughters of Israel. The Lord is on our side. Victory must 
be ours.” Men of Maccabean mould, they know that Israel’s defences 
are spiritual defences; that the fear of the Lord is the beginning of 
wisdom ; and that therefore by spreading Jewish knowledge and religious 
instruction they are training Israel's sons and daughters to stand their 
ground against every force, whether of faithlessness or of darkness. 

Let me conclude to-day by bringing before you in brief outline a 
master-spirit among those who consecrate their power to an heroic 
struggle for God, Israe], and the Torah. In the course of the following

DR. SABATO MORAIS. 

An Italian by birth, a disciple of Samuel David Luzzatto, the illlustrious 
Hebraist, and a friend of Joseph Mazzini, the prophet of Italian freedom, 
be came tc Philadelphia in 1+51. For well-nigh a half-century there 
aiter, he proved himself a fearless champion of human freedom in the 
American slavery days, av inspiring preacher of Jewish ideals, and the 
leader of Orthodox Judaism in America.. But greater than all these 
things is the personality of the man; he had the selflessness, the moral 
ttrengtbh, the saintliness the prophets had—a mighty man yet one of the 
weekest of men. Sabato Morais lived his religion. He enjoyed ip an 
unique degree the reverence of ail, friends and opponents alike. The 
flippant gibe not infrequently levelled at occupants of Jewish pulpits died 
away in the presence of one who was “clean of hands and pure of heart, 
who never set bis desire upon vanity and never gave his assent unto 
faisebood.’ 1 cannot deal with his political and pastoral activities, with 
his social and educaticna! service; but must confine myselfto his place in 
the religious life of Judaism in America. All around him-were so-called 
rabbis who were fanatically advocating the tearing up of Jewish life by 
the roots ; whe had banished the Sabbath and the Hebrew language, the 
Tallis, and the Sefer Torab itself from the Synagogue. To ail this 
treason and revolution in religion,;Sabato Morais was the life-long aud 
inveterate foe, as indcinitabie, as persistent, 

Af UNYIELDING AS THE ROCKS; 
prociaiming that the Divine Law was eternal, unchangeable, imperative 
—high above the peradventure of inclination, the whim of the dema. 
gogue, or the fashion of the hour. Like Elijah, he for a long time stood 
alone. but be never lost courage. He at last succeeded in rallying all 
the forces that stood for historic continuity of Jewish life in America, 
and called into existence the Jewish Theological Seminary of America. 
There, under bis faithful guidance, and later under the guidance of 
Solomon Schechter, hundreds cf! Jewish teachers of religion have been 
trained who have definitely stemmed the advance of religious radicalisu 
over American congregations. The influence of Sabato Morais is thug 
perpetuated in the lives of men and of communities. 

May we, too, on this Passover day rise above the din of confused 
counsele! May we rid ourselves of cowardice and despair; of all half- 
beartedness and indecision in our Judaism! May the memory of the 
righteous wan we have recall<d to-day come into our lives like a bene- 
diction, and help us join those who stand for Jewish knowledge, Jewish 
loyalty, and Jewish self-respect !

A Jewish Golf-Course. 


An Essay in Independence. 


By M. J. LANDA, 


A Jewish golf-course! The firstin the world! Andat Leeds! What 
& teinity of startling surprises! l[nough to excite a bydra-headed surge 
of emotions and entanglement of metaphors. And yet, calmer reflection 
suggests that itis only natural. Still, lam proud of my native city, 
which, hitherto, has not been exactly to the fore in innovation. [ am 
aware of all the objections that can be raised. Some have been vigor. 
ously canvassed already. ButI have been, I have seen, I am conquered— 
absolutely subjugated. Were I to live in Leeds now, [ would be a plus- 
four mau ; the best 1 have been able to do is to havecaddied, all the way 
from the tram, for au insistent niece. 

1 had searcely arrived, on @ rare visit, when I wasluredintoa picture 
house and there saw the thing that the Jewish Historica! bociety should 
get hold of, the film of the opening of the links afewdaysearlier. Thera 
were relatives, school chums, other memories of my youth before my 
eyes, waving their hands gisefully at me, looking thoroughly happy and 
obviously evjoying themselves. 

The next day I was dragged off to the links, just ou the outskirts of 
the town, off the Harrogate Road. It was Chol Am'oed Yomtod. I have 
seen many varied scenes of Jewish activity, out of England, as well asin 
it, but never have | witnessed such an animated spectacie., There is no 
club-house as yet. An old farmhouse does duty. In the simple, low- 
ceilinged room I was rapturously welcomed by old acquaintances, some, 
alas! grown grey, but with youthful faces. What an amount of tea and 
matza were consumed, lLverybody was hungry in that invigoratingand 
rejuvenating atmosphere. The links lie high, near the edge of the 
Yorkshire moors, in a vast open expause that is a new lungtoJewry. As 


I gazed across the glorious stretch of open country with no suspicion in 
it of its adjacency to a large manufacturing town of drab streets and a 
wilderness of tall chimneys, I pondered over many things. Memories 
Cawe fast. 

In the days of my childhood and youth, it was an adventure ¢» 
wander beyond the confines of the bricks and mortar of the ghetto. Tho 
open-air life was notfor us, This was a foreiga land, terra incogni', 
Its joys were out of bounds. And now. Well, here was a vivacions 
crowd. Everybody seemed to be there. I never saw such a mingling of 
Jewish classes in my days, such joyous juvenation, por 80 many rosy 
checks. There were golfers in abundance, and of both sexes. They 
swung their clubs like experts. I was not surprised to learn that one o, 
two had already cained trophies. They tramped the fairways to tio 
manner born. They did the correct thing in perfect style, without fis. 
I cannot talk golf, orspeak of the appointments with technical knowled; 

I can only marvel at the sang froid with which bunkers were negotiate) 
at the coolness with which the “‘ quarry hazird"’ was overcome. 

Ll asked the reason, naturally, that had led to this expenditure, ¢ 
the ground has been purchased. Shareholders roiled up in plent, 
Anti-semitistw is the cause. Itis not a pleasant explanation, but thers i: 
is. Leeds Jews, like others clsewhere, have taken to the royal and ancicn! 
game in recent years. But they fouud entry to the clubs dificult. They 
were welcomed with diffidence, to say the least of it, blackballed even 
And if they became tired of the attitude, which may be summed up by a 
paraphrase of Othello’s dismissal of Cassio, * Lou Jew, I love thee wel! 
but never more he ciub-mate of mine,” whois to blamethem’? If weare 
to be the Unchosen Race we must close up our own ranks, The climas 
came when the wife of a popular coreligionist was blackballed by the cin} 
where he had been a member for some time with every justification 
feeling that he was thoroughly acceptable. That put the lid on. 

But there is no retaliation, ‘lhe Moor Allerton Ciub—that isits na 
—is not excluding non-Jews! That, at any rate, will bea piquant sermon 
in tolerance and sportsmanship, as well as in independence. 

The club is to have its banner and deviceo—biue and white 
Jewish colours, andI heard of a Mager David formed of golf ciubs. It 
sounds quite thrilling. There have been essays incynicism and hum 
of course. A golfing paper has already opined that three-ball gimes v 
bo the most popular. I have not heard that they are to be taboo at th 


‘ non-Jewish clubs! One facetious visitor asked whether there would be 


mecuyths on the tee-boxes, ninyan, and burial rights. I suggested tha’ 
the latter already existed—that this was the burial ground of anti 
Semitism. Not for the first time in Jewish, or other history, has 
ostracism been the road to emancipation. 

One athletic young lady assured me that the club would be a great 
Shadchan. Tshould not be surprised. The social aspect of the instit 
tion is, to mauy, its most alluring feature. There are tennis courts, as 
well as the links, and as a rendezvous where the sexes can foregather on 
the best of terms, the place has already become the most popular resort 
of the Leeds Jews. It is bound to take them more and more away from 
the streets, the cafes, the card-rooms. Vardon my enthusiasm. ! know 
of the handicaps of provincial town life for our folk. I profer the hand! 
caps of the golf-course; they will prove to bo links, in a double sense. If 
the metaphor is mixed again, put it down to the exhilaration caused by 
deep draughts of the native air that was denied to me in the years 
gone by. 

l look coniidentiy to tho future. Lseds will become an attractive 
pleasure resort for Jews. I can safely predict many country members of 
the club. And I venture the opinion, also, that my old chums in Leeds 
havo achieved something that will gain them the respect of non-Jews.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH OHRONIOLE 
WITH 
Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW. 


GOOD deal of water has flowed down the Danube since Mr. 

Nahum Sokolow, the Zionist leader, was last in Poland. 

ft wasthen a tripartite land of which a considerable portion 

formed a province of Tsarist Russia. The Great War has 
reconstructed the old Polish State, the Jewish communities bave 
suffered an upheaval, that has shaken them to their foundations 
and very few of the old conditions 
have remained the same. Mr. 
Sokolow knew the old Poland intim 
ately. Ife worked there for forty 
years, editing his famous daily paper, 
that telling part in every phase 
of Jewish life. He has just con 
cluded a visit partly undertaken on 


Zionist business, but prompted no 
doubt also by the desire to be 
come acquainted with the changed 
conditions. The visit was in. the 
nature of a triumphal progress. Mr. 
Sokolow was fcted wherever he 
went, and the enthusiasm trans 
cended even the ovations which 
he received in America. In tho 
course of an interview with. a 
: representative of the /ewtsh Chronicle 
Mr. Nahum Sokotow. Mr. Sokolow has described some of 
his impressions 
POLISH ZIO* ISM. 


“T went to Poland,” Mr. Sokolow said, “in order to revisit my friends 
and wy old home, and at the same time I wanted to exercise some 
influence over the organisation of the Neen Hayesod. | was very 
gratified at the signs of Zionist progress in the country. There are two 
factors to be observed, the Zionist Organisation and the Zionist apirit. 
The Organisation is twenty times larger than it was before the war. But 
the improvement is most noticeable ia the general Zionist feeling. I do 
not think that this is a reaction against persecution or anti-Semitism. In 
Russia the highest development of Zionist enthusiasm was when the 
Jews were granted full rights under the Kerensky régime. Zionism is 
not merely a question of going to Palestine. it involves Jewish idealism 
and self-respect, an appreciation of Jewish values. This is not awakened 
merely by anti-Semitism and persecution, 

BOME CHANGES. 

“IT may say that I was very satisfied and edifled by my visit. [ was 
particularly interested in the changes that had taken place. When | left 
Poland it was a province. of Russia, Austria, and Germany respectively. 
I returned to fiad it a great, indepondent country, with about four million 
Jews. It now has the largest Jewish population of any country in the 
world. It competes in that respect withthe United States, but whereas 
the Jewish Community of America has grown up during the last two or 
three generations, Polish Jewry has a tradition going back for centuries 
and has its own character and individuality. The first thing that struck 
me on my return was the unity of Polish Jewry. German, Austrian, and 
ftussian Poland are now one. Very noticeable was the prominent part 
which the Galician Jews are beginning to play, not only in Jewish but in 
general life. They, of course bad bad some political training, which the 
Jew of Russian Poland had no chance of obtaining. Polish Jewry has 
practically reverted to the conditions prevailing in the 16th and i7th cen. 
turies, when the famous !'a'ad Arba Aracoth (Assembly of the Four Lands) 
existed. It then enjoyed practical autonomy and played a great part in 
Jowish life. I anticipate that that role will be re assumed by Polish 
Jewry of to day, which is onco more united within practically the same 
frontiers. 

RELIGIOUS AND EDUCATIONAL FEATURES. 

“ The changes in the religious life of the people,” said Mr. Sokolow, 
“are not very marked. The strongest orthodox party is the Chassidim, 
who have begun to organise themselves Butthere is a fairly strong body 
of ultra-orthodox Jews who regard any organisation as progressive. The 
Mizrachi is well organised, and there is a considerable Aguda movement to 
which the Chassidim tend to ally themseives. Polish Jewry sets great 
store by education. Our Tarbut/: organisation has a remarkable network 
of schools all over the country. Some of them are Hebrew Secondary 
Schools. The language of instruction is Hebrew, but all subjects 
are taught. Others have Polish as the language .of Instruction, 
but Hebrew and Jewish subjects figure prominently in the 
curriculum. I was, however, particularly impressed by a com- 
paratively recent movement for physical education. Jewish gymnastic 
societies ave springing up everywhere, and have effected a revolution in 
the bearing and stamina of the young people. They engage in contests 
with non-Jewish societies, and enhance respect for the Jew by their 
prowess. Very noticeable is the spirit of discipline which they intro- 
duce. At my hotel in Vilna I was given an honorary bodyguard of young 
Makkabi members, and they remained for hours on end at their post 
ignoring even my own entreaties that they should takea rest. In the 
wonderful street demonstrations of which I was the object, these youths 
were responsible for the preservation of order, and the crowd of tens of 
thousands of people needed no other control. It is from their ranks that 

the Chaluzim are recruited, and admirable material they are,

SERMON WEEK. 


Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently for Him.’ —Psalm 


The lsalmist is writing for people who are bewildered by a problow 
that is old but perpetually new—the problem as to why the wicke 
prosper and the righteous suffer adversity, tribulation, andfailure. Why 
do the wicked so often succeed, and the righteous so often fail? Why 
does God permit these wicked people to live lustful lives, to heap up 
wealth, no matter how acquired’ Why is God so silont and acquilescent 
in these things’ Why does Ho not rather intervene and quench these 
people ’ The Psalmist addresses himse!f to these points, and he tells us that 
the wicked, with all their wealth and prosperity, are having their day now 
and their day at the longest will be very brief. Therighteous, on the other 
hand, will inherit the earth, and the future belongs to them. If they got 
but little in the way of wealth, their litt'e, honestly obtained, is far bet, 
than the wealth of the wicked, fraudulently and dishonestly acur ire 
Therefore let them “rest in the Lord and wait patiently for Him,” ana 
not give way to panic. The literal meaning is, “Be silent unto Goud’ 
To be silent unto God is the very opposite of that irritable, petulant, an! 
pecvish crying to God, asking him to revenge, to subdue, to destroy. | 
is the exercise of that calm confidence in Him which gays: “He know: 
best, and therefore I can leave all to Him.” We can only rest in anyor 
inasmuch as we cin believe and confide in Him. It is only as we cau 
covfile and believe that the one in whom we trust will work both wise!, 
and well, that we can rest. The opposite of all this means menta 
friction and tumult. 

Not only are we bidden to rest in God, but to wait pationtly for Him 
We may take it that the waiting, if it be patient waiting, is the test o- 
the resting. If you can rest in a person, you can wait for hit 
But the emphasis needs to bo put on the adverb rather than on 
the verb. Can we wait puliently’ We may have to wait, whet: 
we like if or not, till God sees fit to terminate it, but can we wit 
with patience’ Can we bide His time without sending up our murm 
and complaints. That is where the test comes in, where the difficulty 
enters. Itis far harder to wait than todo, especially if the temperament 
be active. Most people can “do something ™ in trying circumstances, but 
it is not everybody who cau wait with patience. The Psalmist’s cxhorta 
tion has an obvious bearing on the perplexing problems of life. There is 
much that goes on in this world that we cannot understand or reconcii: 
with the loving nature of God. The physical accidents that happen every 
day are a case in point. The more we wonder about some great disaster 
the nore confused we become. We cannot explain it, reconcile it with 
our idea of the fitness of things, Whatis the best thing to do in sich 
circumstances? Only to ‘restia the Lord,” believain His wisdom and 
wait patiently till He makes all things clear. Tell yourself that the secret 
of these things is with Him, and that it is weil to trust where you cannot 
trace. Do not be confused, panic stricken, frenzied. but rest in God's 
wisdom, confident that He has a wise purpose behind al! his doings, and 
that some day they shall be revealed. You know. at any rate, that God 
does not delight in blood and pain, that Heisa compassionate father and 
not a tyrant; therefore with confidence you can rest in Him. 

Tho text has an application to young people, impatient of wailing 
God's time in His fulfilling of life's purposes. Youth is usually petulant, 
impatient, with the consequence that it desires life's prizes all at once [t 
wants to get at the top without climbing the intervening steps, to wia 
distinction before it has left the elementary standard. And scm >tiwoa 
the spirit of impatience creeps in where God holds youth back, aud keop4 
it from the point of prominence it 30 ardently desires. In such circum 
stances young people have to learn to bide God's time; He will icad them 
forth in His own good time, when the right moment strikes. And, inally 
and chiefly, the text has application to the appalling wickedness 2 
“the times in which we live.’ There can be no. gainsaying 
the fact that we are living in times of abnormal wickedness. 
We have - only to think of what Russia and Ireland aro 
suffering in our day, of the vast amount of Jewish suffering which 
is rolling over the worid, and of the tyrants of the earth wh 
are directly responsible for all this suffering. We are inclined 60 
ask, Why does not God intervene? Why does Hse not send consuming 
fire from Heaven and destroy these wicked ones? Why does He 20 
quench the rebellious altogether, the men who have openly made war 08 
all religion, who have defled God's power and blasphemed His name? 
We cannot tell. It is not that He has not the power to quench them ail 
if He chooses. He chooses not to; and granted that, we may wel! ‘°av8 
all to Him. In God's good time Bolshevism will burn itself out, 48 
Tsarism exhausted itself, Hillel the Sage once sawa skull floating 0m 
the water, and he exclaimed: “ Because thou madest others to float (hoy 
have made thee to float, and the end will be that they who caused te 
to float will themselves in turn be made to do the same.” All we necd 4 
remember is that God is in His Heavens,” and the world goes its wicked 
way only because He permits it, not because He is without the powo® a 
prevent it. In a little while “evil-doers shall be cut off” and ‘thé 


wicked shall not be,” but “the inheritance of the upright shall be for 
ever.” 
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Protest Against Priest's Execution. 


Anti-Jewish Disturbances in Warsaw. 


A meeting was held in Warsaw, on Thursday, of last week to protest 
against tho execution by the Bolsheviks of Mgr. Budkiewicz. The 
necting was followed by anti-Jewish disturbances, in connection with 
which the Prefect of Warsaw has issued the following communiqu:: 

The meeting of protest brought together a great crowd of persons 
rom all partsof Warsaw. After the meeting a dispute broke out between 
oy unknown individual and one of the persons taking part in the meeting 
The latter, referring to the Jows, declared that they were not satisfied 
with having ruined Rassia, but desired also that the same fate should 
»pefall Poland. On hearing these words a number of smal! boys and 
irresponsible young people, who had been attracted by the sight of the 
erowds at the meeting, became excited, and started toshout, ‘ Down with 
the Jews!’ Some disturbance followed, in which thirty-five Jews were 
roughly handled and several shop windows broken, but there was no 
pillaging, and no one was seriously injured. The police intervened, and 
oyder was completely restored in two hours. Fifty-six persons who took 
oart in the disturbance were arrested. The report of a German uews

Rumanian Students and the Jews. 
Renewed Anti-Jewish Outbreaks. 


[From our Correspondent. BUCHAREST. 

A conference of delegates of the students of all Rumanian universities 
was held in Bucharest recently, when it was resolved to adhere to the 
resolution passed in December last, that is, to continue to urge the intro. 
Cuction ofa numerus clausus against Jews in all the Rumanian Universities. 
In conformity with this resolution, the Rumanian students will take 
&cluive steps to prevent their Jewish colleagues from entering the 
aniversities on the 16th inst., when they are to be reopened. On hearing 
of the action of the Conference, the Jewish students sent a deputation to 


the prefect of police requesting him to provide a police escort on that 


date for the Jewish students who, in accordance with the ruling of the 
Minister of Education, are determined to attend the University lectures. 
The twelve students who were arrested in connection with the anti. 
Jowish rioting on March 27th have been brought before the court at 
Bucharest, Eight of the prisoners were discharged, and the remaining 
four, who were implicated in an attack on a policeman, were remanded. 
A concert held in Galatz, in aid of needy Jewish students, at which 
the well-known Cantor Friedmann was the principal artist, was the scene 
of an outbreak of hooliganism on the part of the anti-Semites. Cantor 
riedmann was prevented, by whistling and shouting, from continuing his 
performance, and after the concert many members of the audience were 
pay The anti-Semites then proceeded to the Jewish quarter, 
Smashed a large number of windows. The Government has 
Sesoetnet take drastic measures against the rioters. The aged Rabbi 
A has been assaulted by anti-Semites in the streets of Jassy. 
6elf-defence mpany has been formed by the Jews in Jassy, Tho 
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Semites being wounded during the disturbances. 
has been threatened. 

Following the anti-Semitic demonstrations which caused the de. 
parture from Rumania of the Jewish company of actors, under the 
direction of Mme.

JERUSALEM. 


Alarming reports are arriving here fron Yemen. The local authorities 
and the Moslem population are forcing the Jews on penalty of death to 
adopt Islam. Scores of Jews have been killed for refusing to go over to 
Islam. Many have apostasised. 

The Jewish population in Yemen numbers nearly 100,000 . souls. 
Thousands of them are flecing from town to town, wandering along tho 
roadside hoping they will be able to evade their persecutors. The repre 
sentatives of the Yemenite Jows in Valestine have appealed to the Jewish 
institutions here to seek to obtain permission for the Yemenite Jews to 
come to Palestine speedily. ‘Tney ask that representations should be 
made to the British Government to allow the Yemenite Jews to enter 
Palestine without being subject to the ordinary immigration restrictions. 


Pogrom Planned in Budapest. 
Jews Charged with Lack of Patriotism. 
BUDAPEST. 

What threatened to become a serious pogrom bas fortunately been 
averted here by the prompt action of the police. An armed attack on 
Jews bad been planned, to begin at the Great Synagogue. The police 
arrested the ringleaders: but ali of them have since been rcleased, and 
bave resumed their anti-Semitic activities, 

Count Apponyi has delivered a speech in the House, in the course 
of which he censured Hungarian Jews for having invoked the criticism 
of the Jewish Press abroad against the persecution of tho Jews in 
Iiungary. He stigmatised the act as unpatriotic. 

The Minister of the Interior has suspended the publication of the 
Jewish weekly, 1/ Jovo, Which, he alleges, is ‘dangerous to the 
political interests of Hungary and to the internal peace of the couutry.” 
The journal in question had facts Ilustrating the anti-Semitic regime in 
Hungary. An interpellation against the suppression of the J/ul/ 
has been introduced into the House by the parties of the Opposition.

Jewish socialists, who are opposed to Hebrew because to them it savours 
of ecciesiasticism. I love Yiddish as au expression of intimate Jewish life, 
but { confess I deplore this philosophy which sets Yiddish up against 
Hebrew. It is a purely negative theory. Hebrew is the only bond 
between the Jew and. his g!orious past. as well as between Jews all 
over the world. and it cannot be replaced by Yiddish. There are several 
Yiddish schools, some of them conducted by idealists in their way. Bat 
I hope that saner couasels will prevail, and that this movement will 
modify its extreme antagonism to Hebrew. It is noteworthy that the 
old assimilationist party, which comprised some. of the leading Polish 
Jews, has almost completely disappeared in Jewish communal life. 
This is a phenomenon of no little significance 

ECONOMIC VROGRESS 

“ The economic condition of Polish Jewry has considerably improved 
during the last-year or two, and [ should like to emphasise what has been 
done by the Jews in Lodv. This city was the Polish Manchester, and 
was the centre of the cotton industry. It used to supply the whcele of 
Russia right up to the Chinese frontier. [t suffered greatly during the 
war. The Germans stripped the factories, and the closing of the Russian 
market was anotker blow from which it seemed the city could never 
recover. The Jews have 3et to work to restore this great centre. Not 
only have they set the factories going again, but they have discovered 
now markets. I think thisis a unijue cxatupleoft Jewish enterprise and 
economic genius. 

ANTI-SEMITISM. 

“On the whole the general position of the Jews has improved. I 
gathered that the Government is sincerely anxious to protect the Jows 
and to maintain law and order. My conversations with the Prime 
Minister and other members of the Cabinet left me with the iupression 
that they are sympathetic to the British Mandate and the Jowish 
National Home in Palestine, and view with favour the development of 
trade rolations with Palestine. Onthe other hand, there is no denying 
the existence of a widespread anti-Semitic propaganda. The position 
which prevailed in Tsarist Russia. has been reversed. There, the 
Government was anti-Semitic, but the general body of the population was 
friendly. {na Poland, it is public opinion which has been stirred up 
against the Jows. In tiy days anti-Semitism was confined to a few 
obscure journals.

Naturally and 
logically, as a Jow and a Zionist, I am in favour of national liberty and 
self-determination, In spite of all anti Somitic calumnies, we are sincere 
frionds of the new Polish State, and all we claim in Poland is the pro- 
tection of our Minority Rights and a solid establishment of the principle 
of justice and equality—not against the State, bub im fall harmony with 
its success and welfaro,”

“ Joint” Orphan Bureau Discontinued. 
[From our Correspondent. | NEW YORK, 


Several hundred delegates were present at the first national confer- 
ence of the American Society “O.R.T.” Judge Jacob Panken was 
elected President. The principal address was delivered by Judge 
Panken, who reviewed the work of the “O.R.T.” in Europe and 
described the aims of the American ( rganisation. 

In consequence of the exbaustion of most of the immigrant quotas, 
andthe dwindling of the number of those seeking to bring orphaned 
relatives to the United States, the Joint Distribution Committee has 
announced the closing of the Orphan Bureau. During its existence, the 
Orpban Bureau brought approximately 500 orphans from various points 
in Lurope to relatives in America. 

Pians have been made for a new training school for nurses to be 
established at Mount Sinai Hospital at a cost of 1,500,000 dollars. Half 
the cost has been promised by the trustees. The new school will 
accommodate 400 purses as against only 220 who are housed in the present 
building on Madison Avenue. Part of the land for the new building was 
presented by Mrs. Otto H. Kahn. (Oae million dollars bave been presented 

_ to the hospital by Messrs. Guggenheim for the erection of a private 
pavilion in memory of their parents. 

More than one thousand persons participated recently in the 
ceremony of the laying of the corner-stone of the new wing of the Jewish 
Hospital in Brooklyn. Known as the Abraham Abraham Memorial, the 
new extension is to cost 500,000 dollars. 

Mr. James A. Bradley, a New Jersey philanthropist and founder of 
Asbury Park and Bradley Beach, bequeathed 6,512 dollars to the 
Synagogue at Asbury Park. Mr. Bradiey, who at the time of his death 
was ninety-one years of age, wasanon-Jew. His will contained bequests 
to churches of all denominations. 

The late Mr. Hénry Philip Goldschmidt, head of the banking house 
of H. P. Goldschmidt aud Co., who died on March 16th, left 25,000 dollars 
to the Monteflore Hospital for Chronic Invalids, 25,000 dollars to the 
Mount Sinai Hospital, and 5,000 dollars each to the Charity Organisations 
Society, New York Association for the Improvement of the Poor, Henry 
Street Settlement, Presbyterian, Lenox Hill, Friower, Broad Street, and 
Post-Graduate Hospitals, Sloane Lospital for Women, Roosevelt, and 
Monmouth Memorial Hospitals. 


No Discrimination at Harvard. 


The New York correspondent of the Dui/y Telegraph reports that the 
overseers of Harvard University have adopte? a report preventing dis- 
crimination against Jews and necroes, thercby maintaining Harvard's 
traditional freedom in racial and religious matters. The «question of 
proposed discrimination arose last spring, aud while any such intention 
is denied by the University, it was admitted that the process then recom- 
mended for the limitation of entrants would act prejadicially against 
Jews and negroes. The Jewish problem is settled finally, but the over- 
seers Say that while they cannot and do not wish to exclude negroes 
from the dormitories, no law can compel whites and blacks to 
board together. 
graduates took such an active part, that President Lowell was forced to 
appoint a committee last June to consider the question of incoming 
students. it is the report of this committee, preveuting discrimi- 
nation, which has been adopted. It was also agreed to lay down

Alleged “ Bootlegging " by American Jews. 


: Sacramental Wine Controversy. 

According to the New York correspendent of the Daily ryress, 
prohibition eptorcement agents are making investigations into the reasons 
for the enormous withdrawals of wine from bonded warehouses by Jewish 
Rabbis and their agents, ostensibly for ceremonial purposes. The prohi- 
bition law allows the use of fermented beverages, to conform to religious 
practices; but in Chicago last year three million gallons of sacramental 
wine were consumed by a Jewish population of only 250,000. A move- 
mont has been started to substitute grape juice for wine for sacramental 
purposes A plan is favoured by several prominent Kabbis, but has 
occasioned indignant protests in ultra-orthodox circles. Mr. Emanuel 
Hertz, brother cf the Chief Rabbi, whois counsel to the Union of Orthodox 
Kabbis of the United States and Canada, is the leader of the opposition to 
the proposed inuovation. Mr. Hertz admits that there has been “ boot- 
legging ” in Chicago, bat says that this is due to the Rabbis having made 
Ovcr to the laymen of their congregations the work of with drawing wine 
for sacramental purposes. la New York, where the Rabbis themselves 
withdrew the wine, a population of more than 1,500,000 Jews consumed 
ODiy 800.000. gallons.

on- Don, and Sebastopol.

wilhering and Palestine cries to the desert. Similar circles in Canada 
acl America are whirlwinding for dollars, dollars, dollars, which they 
pour ouf$ in unending stream. They do not like pilpu! while the shool is

The small and scattered community in Canada, gloriously leading the 
world, gives to Palestine, per capifa, twelve times as much as the Jews of 
logiand. The Jews of the United States give, per capita, four times as 
much as British Jewry. 

lt is probably true that in America unlimited, undeveloped natural 
»ources provide vast future opportunities for the amassing of large and 
sucden fortunes, and that there is a natural habit of spending and giving 
morc freely; while in England, over-crowded and over-developed, capital 
is static in classes and families, rapid acquisition of wealth is rare, and 
thove is a niggardliness and a fear of irretrievable loss. These traits are 
to be expected.

Mr. Barker, 
who appeared for the Commissioner of Police, said that after that state- 
ment he would not be justified in going on with the case against Levy, 
who was then discharged. Sonn, who pleaded not guiity and reserved 
bis defence, was committed for trial, bail being allowed. 


THAT her husband’s Bolshevist tendencies upset matrimonial harmony 
tc such an extent that she had been forced to leave him, was the 
allegation ofa Jewess named Yanpolsky, who obtained a separation order, 
at Southend, against her husband, Louis Yanpolsky, a Kussian. The 
wife explained that her husband worked for a London firm governed by 
the Russian Soviet. He was ordered to pay his wife 32s. 6d. weekly. 


A RUSSIAN tailor, Barnett Hammer, was charged at Marylebone 
Police Court, on Tuesday, with bigamy. A woman named Edith Hammer, 
stated that she was married to the man in 1907 at Lipscane, Bessarabia. 
He left her in Russia with four children after four years. She came to 
London six weeks ago to search for him. When arrested he said, “I 
didn’t know I was properly married in Kussia. I looked upon it as a 
joke.” An alleged certificate, which the woman said was a Jewish 
marriage paper, was submitted, and evidence of the man’s marriage with 
Emily Wilkes, in 1917, having been given, a remand was ordered.

Jewish Boys in Public Schools. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CURONICLE, 

bin,—l have followed with great interest the several articles 
appearing in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle appertaining to the 
life of Jewish boys at English public schools. May I take the liberty of 
reminding you that the only ones who can possibly know anything about 
the subject are those men who have received their education at a Jewish 
House of a public school. 

The notion of a public school for the exclusive education of Jowish 
boys appals me, and the idea of a comparatively small number of boys 
of the Jewish faith “ huddling ” together and considering themselves alien 
in a certain sense to the rest of their fellow-countrymen must needs 
lead to disaster, and, what is worse, might increase any anti-Semitic 
feeling which might possibly be prevalent. 

It is futile to deny that when Jewish boys collect together, there is 
often a tendency to extravagance and very often lethargy ; and it is only 
by co-operating with, and mixing freely with, our ‘Christian fellow- 
countrymen, that we can hope to share and participate in the aspirations 
of boys of the greatest public schools in the world.

THE “JEWISH WORLD” CHALLENGE. 


HIS “REPLY.” 


WHO IS THE “COMMITTEE OF BRITISH JEWS”? 


The Jewish World in its issue of yesterday published an article dealing 
with Lord Beaverbrook’s “reply” to its challenge, asking him to state 
wh» the Committee of British Jows was (and of whom it was composed), 
to which he referred in the course of a speech he made recently in 
Palestine. It will be remembered that. in addressing a gathering of 
Arabs there some weeks ago, Lord Beaverbrook had said: 


For myself, lam a convinced opponent and enemy of Zionism. 
I believe Lord Balfour made a mistake. In ord: r to prove that 
this is not an anti-Semitic movement, I may tell you I was first 


. 


asked to oppose Zionism by a committee of British Jews. 


The Jewish World points out that these words involve a very heavy 
charge against the unidentified Committee, especially as there is no 
recognised body to which the description would apply that is not more or 
less pledged to support the Zionist Movement in some shape or another, 
unless the allegation is meant to point to the existence of some secret 
body working against Zionism. 

There is (i¢ continues) the League of British Jews, not in tino 
remotest & representative body, and, indeed, its membership, in point 

of numbers, is an unknown quantity. But it could be described as a 

Committee of British Jews. Yetits declared objects contain a ciause 

Stating that it was founded to support the immigration of Jews into 

Palestine, and so, ostensibly at least, the League does favour some: 

thing which Zionists also favour. As our readers are aware, we have 

never attached any value tothe League'‘s profession on the point—or, 
indeed, to the League itsclf. But it is manifest that an organisation 
which declares itself anxious to settle a large number of Jews in 

Palestine could not (at least with any consistency, not to say honesty) 

have asked Lord Beaverbrook to take up the attitude he has, and 

does, on the Zionist Movement. 


Lord Beaverbrook's “Candour. 


Any committee of a body more or less pledged to Zionism that had 
approached Lord Beaverbrook in the way described would, as the Jewish 
World says, have been activg disgracefully, not because of its opposition 
to the Zionist Movement, but because (among other reasons) it would 
have been secretly attacking what it pretended to the public to bo sup- 
porting. Refusing to believe that ropresentative British Jews would ac} 
in so dishonourable a manner, the Jewish World issued a. challenge to 
Lord Beaverbrook “to give the name of the Committee, or the persons 
composing it, or, again, of the persons by whom he was asked to take the 
attitude towards Zionism he explains.” * For a considerable time, 
possibly}in consequence of his absence from England, the challenge was 
ignored. Last week, however, prominent announcements appeared in 
bis organ, the Daily F coress, stating that a reply would be published 
in the Sunday Express. | 

It was insistently declared (says the Jewish orld) that his 

lordship would reply to us with his “characteristic candour and . 

directness” (sic), and although this assurance, we must confess, did 

not exactly cloy our huaogry appetite for the exact facts upon which 

he based his words to the Arabs, we were giad that Lord Beaverbrook 

who is, after all, one of the country’s legislators, besides holding a 

responsible position as a publicist, was not shirking the issue which 

his words raised. His answer duly appeared on Sunday. .. . 

He first repeats in other words the substanc® of what he told the 


Arabs: 
I was firet asked to oppose Zionism by a representative committee of 
British Jews (he says). T'hey convinced me that the Zionist Movement 
was unreal and inimical to the interests of British Judaism-—an opinion 


which all my sabsequent exporicnace of Zionism has confirmed. 
He then goes on to exp!ain that by some organs of the Jewish Press 
(he of course means the Jewish World and the Jew s) Chronte!>) his 
statement had been denied, while it had been greeted by a“ signilicant 
silence”™-—precisely as we observed in our issue of the 20th ult.—by 
what we termod the Organ of the “ Leaguers.” 

When, howevor, it comes to giving us the names of the Committee 
of British Jews or of those Jews who invoked his aid (whichis what 
wo asked for), Lord Beaverbrook'’s courag+, if not his candour and 
directness, simply oozes.

I hesitate to divalge the names of the deputation (pleads the nobie 
lord) in view of the threats of persecution which have been made in 
advance by Zionist organs against any one who should bave taken part 
ip what is termed an act of '' treachery.’’ 

Clearly, if the names are given, these eminent and respectable 
individuals are to be subjected to the same kind of torrent of vulgar abuse 
which has already been directed against me. The difference and the 
difficulty is that while I am perfectly indifferent to this kind of attack, 
the membere of the committee may not be so. 

This “explanation ” is characterised by the Jewis World as, if not 
mere evasion, then the most ridiculous excuse conceivable. No 
“respectable” individual (to say ncthing of an “eminent” one) would 
gare anything for “abuse,” however torrential, if he were conscious 
that it waS directed at him for something he had done that was right 
and honourable. If these opponents of Zionism had hurried to Lord 
Beaverbrook and begged him to conceal their names, then it was a 
strange notion of the “candour and directness” of which Lord Beaver- 
brook has #0 incontinently boasted, that would “aid and abet such men 
im their wish to sneak in secret and dea), under the mask of dissimula- 
tion, their poisoned-weapon attacks on the national strivings of their 
people.” 

A Broad Hint. 

But Lord Beaverbrook, although he will not give the names of the 
Jews who approached bim on this point, or of the representative Com- 
mittee. in whose behalf they waited upon him, does offer a broad bint as 
to the direction in which they may be found. 

For (continues the Jewish World) he goes on to say that he is 
‘powerless to protect these British Jews ”—although a moment 
before be had said he would not think of throwing them to the wolves 
of “abuse * andexposure. Hethen tells us-- much in the same way as 
children are told when they are “ warm” or “ cold” or “ hot” at hide- 
and-seeck—that the name of the Committee and the names of the 
deputation of it that waited upon him ‘‘are perfectly well known 
in the Board Room” of the organ of the ‘ Leaguers,’ as 
we have called it. He said that Sir Alfred Mond, “once 
an anti-Zionist but now I understand a convert to Zionism,” 
and “one of the employees of the present Zionist Government 
in Palestine (sic)” are equally well-informed, and that Lord 
Balfour knows aiso. For it was to Lord Balfour as Foreiga 

’ Secretary,” he continues, “that I immediately wrote at the time, 

giving both the names and opinions of my Jewish informants.” That 
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is seemingly the absolute limit of Lord Beaverbrook’s candour ana 

directness in replying to our challenge, and the extent he manifests 

of the fine qualities he claims for himself needs no comment frow us, 

Nevertheless, the information is useful, since it serves to eliminate 
entirely the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, and thus to 
remove any suspicion that may have been raised against either body by 
Lord Beaverbrook's original statement, 

We wish we could say that it equally absolves the League o; 

British Jews (it adds); but the connection of the Organ indicated by 

Lord Beaverbrook with that body is too close. However, as we read 

what his lordship now says, it looks as if the “Committee” was nop 

a public cne but some private one arranged ad hoc among the 

Directors of the Organ in question. And although the incidens 

occurred some time ago—Lord Beaverbrook says it was while Lord 

Balfour was still Foreign Secretary and thus before the Mandate was 

passed to Great Britain—astill it will not be forgotten that the paper 

to which he refers, ever since it was first published, has claimed ty 

support Zionism ofa kind. . . . For our part, as our readers are 

well aware, we have all along said that the Organ in question sought 

to propagate a false Zionism for the purpose, inter alia, of damaging 

the Movement and, if possible, defeating its true purposes, 
Explain—or Explain Away. 

The Jewish World expresses the hope that those who are responsible 
for the paper referred to, such men as Mr. Claude Montefiore, Dr. Israc! 
Abrahams, Mr. Joseph Prag, and Mr. Laurie Magnus, who are upon the 
newspaper Directorate to which Lord Beaverbrook 80 significantly 
points, will take an early opportunity of explaining—or explaining 
away—Lord Beaverbrook’® allegation. Furthermore, Sir Aifred Mond 
should say what (if anything) he knows of the matter because, fiom 
what Lord Beaverbrook says, he was once in close alliance with those 
responsible for the organ in question, which has mercilessly attacked 
him on the score of his religious attitude to Judaism ever since he has 
been prominently identified with Zionism. It would appear, then, from 
Lord Beaverbrook’s words that Sir Alfred’s religious principles formed 
merely an excuse for which to castigate him when he became a Zionist. 

Concluding ite remarks, the Jewish World says: 


To cleanse the Augean stables in Anglo-Jewry is not a pleasant 
job, though we believe neither is it a very herculeau task, for we do 
not conceive that they are extensive.

Lord Robert Cecil and Lord Beaverbrook. 
A SCATHING INDICTMENT. 


Lord Robert Cecil, who has been touring the United States in the 
interests of the League of Nations, has made a statement ip the course 
of which he denounces Lord Beaverbrook for the attitude he has adopted 
towards Zionism. 


Thie man (he says) has no influence on the present British Government, 
nor will he have any influence on any other Government which is likely to be 
established. Iam an outspoken friend of the Jews and of their ideals. I am 
also a good Englishman, and I know that England will never go back on her 
word, Governments may change, and certain lords may attack the Jews and 
Zionism. England, bowever, will stand firm for the realisation of the Balfour 
Declaration. 

Lord Robert goes on to say that the Jews have enemies, just as has 
every living and aspiring people. They must expect opposition, but they 
have no need to worry about that. 


The Jews, who have been living for two thousand years in differcut 
countries, must expect attacks from various quarters. They should be prow), 
however, that they bave good friends who will never leave them in the lurch. 
Let the Jews give heed to their friends, Let-them realise the great historic 
opportunity which is open to them, and they will stop worrying about the Lord 
Beaverbrooks. It is more important that the Jews should lieten to Dr. 
Weizmann than to Lord Beaverbrook. 


In addressing a gathering of 3,000 Jews in Jersey City, New York, 
Dr. Weizmann made reference to Lord Beaverbrook’s statement that 
Zionism was dying, 

Zionism and the Jewish people (said the Zionist leader) are neither dead 
nor dying, Tutankhamen is dead. The Pharaohs who oppressed the Jews are 
dead, and the Jews, who have outlived so many distinguished enemies, wil 
outlive Lord Beaverbrook also.

othing illustrates so powerfully the progress that Zionism has made 
juring the last twenty-five years as the decline of the prejudice which 
it bas bad to combat. This attitude of repugnance, nay, of hostility, 
was a dominant characteristic of all Western countries, the Jews of those 
lands who espoused the Cause being always a distinguished minority. 
The fashion was set by “ Protest-Rabbiner” and communal leaders, whom 
the unthinking multitude, annoyed at being aroused out of their lethargy, 
followed like a flock of sheep, 


Twenty-five yoars ago the then Chief Rabbi of the British Empire 
stigmatised Zionism as an “egregious blunder.” To-day his successor 
isamong the staunchest and boldest advocates of the Jewish national 
ideal. Twenty-five years ago the then Chief Rabbi of the Sephardic 
congregations in this country was obliged to preface every speech on 
Zionist platforms with the explanation that he was expressing only his 
personal views, lest it should be thought that he was also committing 
his Mahamad who were Jews only by “religion.” To-day no council 
of a congregation in this country woul! dare to impose any limitations 
upon its Rabbi's freedom of spoech on the subject of the restoration of 
‘lore than once before the war “the deati-kagil of Zionism” }was 
«junded by a publicist whose knowledge of foreign affairs was accepted 
by many a3 an infallible argument agiinst the development of Zionism 
asa political force. To-day the Board of Deputies of British Jews and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, of whose Joint Foreign Committee he is 
the Secretary, aro pledged to support His Majesty s Government in 
carrying out the Palestine Mandate, the most significant articles in which 
are those embodying the Zionist demands, 

(hese are but one or two, and not the least important evidences that 
the prejudice against Zionism is no longer 30 firmly entrenched in Jewry 
asin the past. Not that it has entirely passed away, for there are still 
anti Zionist “extremists” aud “die-hards” who seem proof against 

rsument, instruction, or demonstration. Prejudice in the days of 
old derived its strength from ignorance or misrepresentation, but happily 


the knowledge of what Zionism really means has become so widespread 
that prejudice is become buta sickly weed. The malicious distortion. of 
Zion aims, cunningly wrought by those who were conscious of their 
own poeversity, has bcen amply exposed by the actus’ achievements and 
the prospective plans in the Land of Israc!. 


ut though prejudice still lingers, the ideal remains, too, and with

Appeal to London Zionists. 


MEETING IN MILE END. 


A mecting of London Zionists, convened by the English Zionist 
Federation, was held at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End, on Wednesday. 
Mr. JosiurH presided. 

Mr, Cowes, referring to the presence of Mr. Sokolow, who had 
recently returned from his visit to Poland, and Deputy I. Griiubaum, a 
member of the Polish Sejm, expressed bis sorrow at the recent attacks on 
Jews in Poland in coanection with the execution or imprisonment of eccle- 
siastics in Russia. He repudiated the suggestion that there was any identity 
between Jews and Bolsheviks. He said that the meeting was called to 
testify to the solidarity of feeling among them in regard to the Jewish 
National Home. They had been subjected to a great deal of 
criticism lately—most of it ill-informed and some of it malicious. 
To that he did not propose to devote any attention. But there was 
criticism also within their own ranks. ‘They complained, with a 
certain amount of justice, that they were not going forward fast 
Cnough. If they were not, the fault was mainly their own. He had 
recently told the West End Jews that they had not done their 
duty, and he was not quite sure that the East fod Jews were doing their 
duty either. He hoped they would not try to copy'the West End Jews in 
that respect. ‘There was one factor in regard to Palestine that could not 
be criticised, and that was the British Government. He believed that 
the attitude of the Government had been 

PERFECTLY FAIR, SOUND, AND FAVOURABLE 


to them. There was a lady critic who had not always been very friendly 
—Mra. Rosita forbes. Ina Sunday paper last week she had spoken of 
the Zionist colonies aud villages she had seen, and she had said that the 
Arabs in the neighbourhood of those villages were already reaping 
advantages because they were abie to improve their methods of agricul 
ture through seeing those emploved by the Jews. She had said further 
that the Arabs remained a great majority in the country, and as they 
did all they could to hinder the immigration of Jews into the country, 
and as the Arab families were growing there was no danger of Palestine 
ever becoming Jewish. He suggested that as far as the birth of children 
was conc: rned, in Palestine or anywhere else, we could do our shere 
—(Laughter)—but they had to get a sufficient number of Jews into Pales 
tine to level down that majority. Last month’s immigration was larger 
than it had been for some months past, but they were not going fast 
enough, because funds—fairiy good as they were—were atill not big 
enough to enabie them to undertake large works of development to afford 
a livelihood for the people ready to enter. This was their job, and 
it was to encourage them in their efforts that that meeting bad becn 
convened. 

Mr. SokoLow, speaking in Yiddish, said that he had brought 
with him some of the inspiration which he had derived from his 
visit to Poland. The heart of Polish Jewry still beat for the 
Vionist cause. One question he was always asked in. Poland 
was what the Jews of lI‘ngland were doing, and he found it not

too easy to answer. He said that certain Lords had recently been apply- 
ing procentual tests to their work in Palestine, and compared the 
percentages of Jews and Arabs. They did not do that with regard to the 
British occupation of Egypt or India or South Africa. They did 
not worry about the indigenous populations there because those 
lands needed development. So did Palestine and no one had de- 
veloped it so far, certainly not the Arabs, The British bad known 
the rightful people to develop the country, and they knew that there 
were more Jews than Arabs in Palestine thongh some of them were not 
yet allowed in. (Laughter and cheers.) There was only one answer that 
could be given to these figure tests, and that was for all Jews to enrol 
themselves as mombers of the Zionist Organisation and pay the s/ic/e’, 
so that at the next Congress they could demonstrate the real strength of 
the organisation. Those who abstained would be merely 
PUTTING A SWORD IN THE HANDS OF THEIR ENEMIDLS, 

They could come to terms with the real Arabs. What they had most 
to fear were the Jewish Arabs! The Jews of England must play a worthy 
role at the next Congress, which would be the precursor of the general 
Jewish Congress, aud he moved a resolution pledging the meeting to 
support the Organisation and the Acren Jlaycsod, 


Dr. SOLOVEITCHIK seconded the resolution. He said that the Jews 
of England had coutributed only 2} per cent. of the sums so far collected 
for the Keren Ilayescd, and this was the more deplorable as they had a 


better exchange, and more secure political conditions than had other 
Jewisb centres. It was no use obtaining great political concessions if 
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means were not provided for exploiting them. He believed, however, in 
the future of the Jewish National Home. The Jews of England must 
take the place of the Russian Jewry which was cut off. 

Deputy GRUNBAUM said that the Jews of England had to vie with 
Polish Jewry, which had subscribed two milliards of marks during Mr. 
Sokolow’s visit. They were not only better off, but upon them lay a 
greater responsibility. The whole Jewish future lay in their hands. 

The resolution was carried unanimously, and the proceedings termi. 
nated with the singing of J/atikvah, 


Anglo-Jewry and Palestine. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—Some months have elapsed since the Deputies adopted a 
resolution expressing satisfaction at the ratification of the Palestine 
Mandate, and pledging its support in promoting the execution of the 
Mandate. Many were, at the time, surprised that Mr. Laurie Magnus, an 
old antagonist of Zionism, should have come forward as seconder to 
champion a Zionist resolution moved by Dr. Daiches. The conversion 
and the nimbleness with which it was achieved were commented upon iu 
many circles, and some saw in ita true sign that the approach of the 
Messiah was near. 

What, however, have the Deputies done since the passing of that 
resolution by way of helping in the work in Palestine? Can it be that 
the resolution and the pledge of that body were nothing more than a 
pious wish’? Ifso, it was surely a misleading action, misleading Jewry 
as well as the British Government. surely that resolution, as we!) 
as the resolution adopted by the Anglo-Jewish Association in the sanic 
terme, gave everywhere the impression that Anglo-Jowry was at long last 
beginning to take an active share in the constructive work in Palestine. 
All who spoke in support of the resolution dwelt on the need of a “ united 
front” in Jewry. All seemed to be impressed by the urgency of the 
oceasion and referred to the great opportunity that now presented itsec!f 
to the Jews. 

Can it be that it was all talk, that the words meant nothing, that the 
pledge—the unanimous pledge—was not felt to be binding upon the 
Deputies, neither individually nor collectively? You have published more 
than one statement from Palestine recently indicatiny the critical situation 
in that country. Notwithstanding the reductions that had beon effected 
in the Zionist budget, reductions whereby most important work had to 
be sacrificed and essential activities curtailed, the position is becominy 
daily more tragic because of lack of funds. Jewish education, te 
organisation of health, immigration, and, indeed, everything that tends 
to the building up of the Jewish National Home in Palestine is in danger. 
And Anglo-Jewry is content to stand aside and look on! The utmost 
that its representative bodies can dois to pass a benevolent resolution, 
make pledges and not honour the pledges! What a grim commentary on 
Anglo-Jewry ! 

Yet the Jews in England had a unique opportunity for erecting an 
everlasting monument in Jewish history. With a little more imagina. 
tion and foresight it could have established a“ war memorial” (an un 
fortunate name) in Valestine, thus helping to secure peace for a largo 
number of Jews tleeing from Eastern Europe, and at the same time 
to create an instrument for making Zion once more a centre of light and 
learning. That great opportunity was missed by Anglo-Jewry. Its 
energies were wasted on petty parochial matters, yielding little other 
resuits than public discussion. Will it act now ov will it remain the 
laughing-stock of Jewry the world over by resting content with havin:

Mr. Zangwill on Zionism. 


“The Truth About Palestine.” 


Mr. Israel Zangwill gave an address on “ Zionism” at the Indian 
Students Hostel on Sunday evening. Mr. BARRINGTON WARD presided. 

Mr. ZANGWILL said that so far as England was concerned there wi 
not the same noble spirit towards Zionism as there had been in thi 
beginning. He quoted Lord Cromer as saying that a military bridgehead 
was indispensable to the defence of Egypt. Mr. Winston Churchi!! said 
that the british occupation had nothing to do with the Jewish Nationa! 
Iiome, and Lord Birkenhead said that Palestine was strategically 
necessary for the defence of Egypt. In other words, it was becaus® 
Palestine offered certain advantages to England that this country had 
looked favourably on the Mandate. The reason why the Armenian 
Mandate was going begging was that it offered no such advantages. He 
had been induced by flaming placards to buy the Sunday Ex): 
which usually was a waste of twopencs, and he had read Lord Beaver: 
brook’s article which provided him with a text. The leader in thot 
journal was headed, “The Truth about Palestine.” When an a: 
started like that one could be sure it was going to bealie. (Laughtc: 
Lord Beaverbrook had declared that a deputation of English Jews had 
begged him to oppose Zionism. The Jewish World did not believe tii, 
and asked for their names. This made Lord Beaverbrook very angry. 
‘They were told in the leader that he dealt with his challenger with gre"! 
candour. He did nothing of the sert. He saidthat if he were to give the 
names they woukl only be insulted: He (Mr. Zangwill) réally believe’ 
that a deputation of British Jews did go to Lord Beaverbrook, becaus 
there was a section of Jews in this country who were more British thao 
the British and were ashamed of being Jews, and anxious to become 
English as soon as possible. That was a fairly laudable desire, but they 
ought to face the situation and proceed to assimilate. He went on to say 
that it was quite impossible for Palestine to contain all the Jews, and avy 
idea that it could do so was absurd. They could not even havea Nationa! 
Home in the same way as the Welsh had Wales, because of the way Britain 
interpreted the Mandate. The most that conid be hoped for was the 
couceptration into a small canton as in Switzerland. He failed to sce 
why Lord Beaverbrook was foaming at the mouth. His view of the 
situation was that they were faced by the pathetic spectacie of the Jews 
being asked 

TO DEVELOP A BRITISH POSSHSSION, 


They would get very little out of it themselyes, They had made a very 
bad bargain. he whole of Lord Beaverbrook’s article was full of what 
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Winston Churchill called “terminological inexactitudes.” Thus he 
asserted that Lord Swaythlivg bad been criticised for entertaining 
a certain lady because she was a Christian. That was absolutely 
false. What the Jewish World criticised him for was for entertaining 
a lady who had made attacks on Zionism. Lord Beaverbrook: 
snggested that behind British bayoncts the Jewish minority was allowed 
to bully the Arabs. The truth was exactly the reverse He referred to 
the letter published in Jast week's Jewish Chronicle, in which the writer 
eaid that all Jewish hopes were dying and enthusiasm was ata standstill 
hecause the Government was anti-Semitic.

Sin,—Some months have elapsed since the Deputies adopted a 
resolution expressing satisfaction at the ratification of the Palestine 
Mandate, and pledging its support in promoting the execution of the 
Mandate. Many were, at the time, surprised that Mr. Laurie Magnus, an 
old antagonist of Zionism, should have come forward as seconder to 
champion a Zionist resolution moved by Dr. Daiches. The conversion 
and the nimbleness with which it was achieved were commented upon iu 
many circles, and some saw in ita true sign that the approach of tho 
Messiah was near. 

What, however, have the Deputies done since the passing of that 
resolution by way of helping in the work in Palestine?

You have published more 
than one statement from Palestine recently indicating the critical situation 
in that country. Notwithstanding the reductions that had been effected 
in the Zionist budget, reductions whereby most important work had to 
be sacrificed and essential activities curtailed, the position is becomin 
daily more tragic because of lack of funds. Jewish education, the 
organisation of health, immigration, and, indeed, everything that tends 
to the building up of the Jewish National Home in Palostine is in danger. 
And Anglo-Jewry is content to stand aside and look on! Tho utmost 
that its representative bodies can dois to pass a benevolent resolution, 
make pledges and not honour the pledges!

He has been invited by many of the great public 
schools of England to lecture on his experiences and to give exhibitions 
of his prowess, and I am sure he would bo only too glad to do his best to 
inspire Jewish lads to try and follow in his footsteps. A great effort 
should be made to coliect a sufficient sum of money either to endow 
prizes at the various clubs or to buy shields and cups for annual com 
petition, both in London and the provinces—these to Se known in 
perpetuity as the Harold M. Abrahams Prizes. 

The Maccabeans have always had the welfare of young Jewry at 
heart, and I hope that they will not fail to assist with their great intluence 
any Committees that may be formed to recoguise the brilliant achicve 
ments of this prince amonst athietes.

Orders and their Expenses. 


The “peccant paragraph” of the Jewish Chronicie contributor 
" Oplooker,’ and the reply which Mr. H. 8. Schildkraut communicated to 
the last issue of that journal (writes acorrespondent in the Jewish World), 
raise a question which is a bardy annual in Friendly Society circleg, 
whether Jewish cr non-Jewish. Administration expenses are the bugbear 
of every organisation, and it cannot be denied that the Jewish Orders 
have experienced difficulties in keeping down expenses of management. 
But, as I sha!) endeavour to show, they are pot unfavourably placed in 
comparison witb otber organisations. 

 Oalooker,” however, went further, and professed to see no advantage 
in Friendly Society membership and far more virtue in the Post Office 
Havings Bank or in a Life Insurance endowment policy. No one denies 
those virtues, but a Friendly Society has virtues of another character. 
The Friendly Society is not a savings bank; it is an institution based on 
the principle of mutual aid to meet various contingencies. The strong 
help the weak. It isa principle which attracts millions of the population, 
and however adwirable may be the individualistic viewe of “ Onlooker” 
they can offer no sort of comfort to the weaker section of the community 
whicb benefits by the thrift of the Friendly Society population taken as a 
whole. ‘It is interesting, in this connection, to recall the experience of 
the Nationa) Insurance Act of 1911. A clas#® was created, known as 
“ Deposit Contributors,” which was outside the Approved Societies, and 
the contributions of which were reckoned on Savings Bank principles, 
that is to say, they could not draw in benefit more than they paid in. 
There were over half a million “ Deposit Contributors "—people who did 
not want to join Approved Societiee—and this total has been reduced to 
250,000, with the prospect of continued reduction. it is clear that the 
reduction of ‘ Deposit Contributors ’ shows that mutual insurance as 
against individualism has been gaining the day. 

Ip any case, ‘Onlooker” forgets, in one respect at least, what the Jewish 
Friendly Societies bave been able to accomplish to relieve distress. If 
the Jewieb Board of Guardians had to make itself responsible for the 
relief of all the distress in the community, its financial position would be 
evep more serious than it is. It is incontestable that the Friendly 
Societies relieve the work of the Board. | was looking the other day at 
the balance-sheet of a Friendly Society whose membership does not 
number 300, The Distress Fund exceeded £600, and during the year 
three mewbers received grants to the extent of £110 between them. A 
substantial Distress Fund of this character, augumented regularly by the 
contributions of the members, is no mean tribute to the benefit of mutual 
aid. There are alsc many ways in whicb Societies help members who 
cannot keep up their contributions, but I doubt if “ Onlooker could supply 
us with any sympathetic expedient which the Savings Bank or the 
Insurance Company employs to he!p the saver to keep up his premium. 

On the question of administration expenses, I should like to contrast 
the position of three Jewish orders with that of three typical Trade 
Wnlons. The figures are for 19.1 (exceptin the case of the Order Achei 
Brith, whose figures are taken for 1920 in the absence of later information).

] leave out of reckoning the experience of Unions like the National 
Union of Agricultural Workers, whose wanagement expenses. reached 
. £49,960 out of an income of £60,170, or of the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
whose management expenses were Afl.724, out of a total income of 
£135,392. 

Taking the Grand Lodge accounts as distinct from the combined 
figures of the loca! lodges, the proportion of management expenses to 
Grand Lodge income was 19 per cent. in the case of the Grand Order of 
Israel, 17 per cent. in the case of the Order Achei Brith, and 22 per cent, 
in the case of the Order Achei Ameth. It may be added that in the case 
of the bead office acccunts of the Manchester Unity of Oddfellows the 
proportion of the cost of administration to the total income was 25 per 
cent. 

The Actuary’s reports on the valuation of the three Jewish Orders 
do not reveal an unhealthy state of aflairs. The average solvency of the 
Lodges of the Grand Order of Israel worked out to 20s. 7d. in the £, and 
17s. 104d. in the £ when the Grand Lodge and the Lodges are taken 
together , of the Grand Lodge and Lodges of the Order Achei Brith, at 
l4s. 94. in the £ and for the Lodges of the Order Achei Ameth at 15s. &d. 
in the £. Jewish Frieadly Societies to-day are much stronger. Actuarial 
advice has been taken, and however disagreeable the remedy steps bave 
been taken to put their houses in order. 1 do mot think that “ Onlooker” 
has quite made out his case.

At a subse yuent com- 
mittee meeting, it was decided to instruct Mr. H. J. Davis, Solicitor for 
the Fund, to take steps to obtain an extension of the lease of the premises, 
Arrangements were made for the Executive Officers to visit various 
societies and explain the scheme.

Music and Drama. 


“Anna Christie.” 


Mr, Eugene O'Neill, author of “Anna Christie,” produced at the 
Strand Theatre on Tuesday, is described as America’s “ best-seller.” 
One has not, unfortunately, come to expect very great things of beat. 
goliers, whether English or American, but Mr. O'Neill provides a notable 
exception. “Anna Christie” is of the very stuff of life, stark, real, 
almost brutal at times, but with a vein of idealism that removes it from 
any suggestion of the sordid. The characters are a drunken old Swedish 
barge captain, his daughter, who is a prostitute, and a bragging passionate 
trish stoker who loves her. The action takes place in an atmosphere of 
fog and of moral and spiritual grime. Out of this unpromising material, 
Mr. O'Neill has constructed not only a great play, but a thing of delicate 
and fragrant beauty. And through it all runs the Leitmo/i/ of the sea— 
“that old devil, the sea.” 

One shudders to think what “Anna Christie” would be like if it were 
badly acted. Fortunately, the acting is worthy of the play~—it would be 
dificult to find higher praise. Mr. George Marion as thé father, and Mr. 
Frank Shannon as the Irishman, gave performances on which it would be 
woll-nigh impossible to suggest any improvement, the former being 4 
particularly brilliant study. Of Miss Pauline Lord, in the title-r le, itis 
difficult to speak in measured terms. [tis at least doubtful whether the 
London stage has seen during the past twenty years any pieces of 
acting comparable to Miss Lord’s marvellous impersonation of the 
bedraggled littie slut who finds cleanness and forgetfulness of the past on 

coal-barge. Every intonation, every fleeting gesture, is absolutely trus 
to life; and the ovation with which Miss Lord was greeted at the end 
was evidence of the fact that the public can and do appreciate real acting 
when managers will let them seeit. Itwas unfortunate, however, that a 
section of the audience apparently failed to understand the subtlety of 
Miss Lord's impersonation, and that the pitiful fAippancy, 30 characteristic 
of the part she played, was frequently received with laughter. 


“Isabel, Edward and Anne.” 


Miss Gortrude Jennings has an undoubted talent for sparkling, if 
superficial, dialogue, and this gift is well evidenced in ‘ Isabel, Edward 
and Anne,” the highly amusing if somewhat machine made comedy at 
the Haymarket Theatre. It is unfortunate that in every one of her plays 
the dramatic construction has been poor. There is no improvement in 
this respectin her latest production, which combines many of the old, 
hackneyed stage situations into a comedy entirely without dramatic form, 
that degenerates, in the last act, into broad farce. However, in spite of 
its failings, “Isabel, Edward and Anne” is, at least for two acts, a 
brilllant piece of work. Anne (Miss Margarct Bannerman) is in love with 
Stephen Audley, an artist (Mr. Harold French). Edward, ber father (Mr. 
Allau Aynesworth), disapproves, but Isabel, his wife (Miss Lillian Braith. 
waite), joins forces with the lovers, and the inevitable “happy 
ending” is foreshadowed a few moments after the rise of the 
curtain. The action is complicated by the introduction of Mrs. 
Bucket, Stephen's mother, who has made him adopt the more 
distinguished surname of Audley. Mrs. Bucket, who earns her 
living by sewing, has previously been a dresser in a provincial theatre, 
and has imbibed some of the mannerisms of the actresses, In the hands 
of Miss Athene Seyler she is made a thing of joy, and ecven the usual 
“malaproprisms gain freshness through Miss Seyler’s brilliant comedy 
acting. As the pompous, irritable, tender-hearted, and incompetent 
Edward, Mr, Allan Ayoesworth is suited to perfection, and Miss Lilian 
Braithwaite, as his exceedingly. capable wife, was hardly less effective. 
Miss Margaret Bannerman, as Anne, appeared to be concentrating most 
of her energies on looking pretty—in which she was certainly successful. 
Mr. Harold French played Stephen quictly and naturally, but it ia 
unfortunate that his enunciation is rather exasperatingly refined. Itis 
“Mea, Bucket,” however, whois the making of the play, although evon 
826 was unable to carry off the farcical and foolish third act.
